Transit reduces household expenses. In the City of Philadelphia, THE 
AVERAGE HOUSEHOLD SAVES $830 PER YEAR, a net financial benefit 
associated with proximity to high-quality transit. These annual household 
savings add up to $481M CITYWIDE.
